LOS ANGELES, Oct. 18 (AP).— 
A mysterious package in the mails 
brought 12 capsules to John 
Kmetz, 54-year-old gardener for 
the Board of Education. He swal- 
lowed two and fell dead. 

His second wife, 33-year-old for- 
mer school ¢eacher, told officers the 
capsules came last Saturday along 
with a typewritten letter saying 
Kmetz “had been selected as one 
of 100 men to try our energizing 
vitamins.” He took the two Sun- 
day night. 

The County Chemist reported 
yesterday he had found enough 
poison in Kmetz’ stomach to kill a 
horse. 

The letter, printed.on stationery 
with the name of a fictitious herb 
company, was turned over to postal 
authorities. The remaining cap- 
sules will be examined by chemists. 
Kmetz’ first wife died seven 
years ago.

OSLO, Norway, Oct. 18 (AP).—A 

German court-martial today sen- 
tenced Bjoern Nordheim, a Nor- 
wegian, to three years’ imprison- 
ment on a charge that he “threw 
plates at a Germany company 
marching past him in Oslo and 
conducted himself provocatively in 
an open window.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP).— 
The capital awaited further word 
today from the torpedo-damaged 
United States destroyer Kearny, 
reported to be laboring toward an 
undisclosed port after an encoun- 


ter with a raider 350 miles south- 
west of Iceland. 

The navy’s official announce- 
ment, issued shortly after the at- 
tack yesterday morning, left many 
important questions unanswered. 
It did not specify whether the tor- 
pedo was fired by a submarine, 
surface raider or warplane; the 
nationality of the destroyer’s adver- 
sary was not made known, and 
the degree of damage was not in- 
dicated, further than that the 
Kearny was able to proceed under 
its own power. 

Naval men pointed out, however, 
that a damaged warship could 
hardly risk using its radio at 
length while in a danger zone, and 
details of the encounter were. ex- 
pected to be given after it reached

“that this British plane dropped 
bombs in the neighborhood of the 
hidden submarine, and it is not un- 
fair to assume that the submarine 
believed these bombs to have come 
from the destroyer Greer that was 
pursuing it. 

“It is known now that for more 
than three hours the Greer pur- 
sued the submarine and that the 
submarine fired on the Greer only 
after the explosions resulting from 
the bombs dropped by the British 
airplane. 

“Of Our Own Making.” 

“These incidents involving the 
Greer and the Kearny are incidents 
very largely of our own making 
and our own inviting.”

WASHINGTON, Oct.-18 (AP).— 
The State Department diclosed to- 
day that Secretary Cordell Hull 
and Under Secretary Sumner 
Welles had lengthy conferences 
late yesterday with Kaname Waka- 
sugi, Japanese Minister to Wash- 
ington, 

There was a “general interchange 
of views” on American-Japanese 
relations, a department spokesman 
said without elaboration. 


Some officials expressed the be- 
lief that Wakasugi, recently re- 
turned from Tokyo, informed the 
department that the long pending 
negotiations looking toward a so- 
lution of differences between the 
two countries would continue de- 
spite formation of a new Japanese 
Cabinet believed pledged to a firm 
policy toward the United States. 

Three Senators demanded mean- 
while that the United States adopt 
a “hard-fisted policy toward Jap- 
an.” The Senators, Norris (Ind.) 
Nebraska; Pepper (Dem.) Florida, 
and Gillette (Dem.) Iowa, gave 
their views to reporters after Navy 
Department officials disclosed that 
some American merchant ships, 
presumably in Oriental waters, had 
been ordered to port for instruc- 
tions.

Pepper said the “only way to 
deal with them is to draw a line 
and warn them that if they cross 
it there will be shooting. We should 
let Japan know that we have cer- 
tain interests we will maintain 
even if they meet resistance and 
that the only way to get along with 
us is a clear-cut and definite un- 
derstanding.” 

Gillette said he viewed the navy 
announcement about merchant ship 
orders as an indication that ad- 
ministration officials “have become 
pretty discouraged about our ef- 
forts to reach an understanding 
with Japan.” 

Gillette said he believed that for 
months Japan has beén “bluffing 
and trying to avoid an open break 
with the United States in order to 
build up her oil reserves which may 
be uséd against us later.” 

A contrasting opinion came from 
Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, 
who said he doubted that recent 
developments in the Far East 
“mean war for the United States.” 

“IT cannot imagine anything more 
helpful for Hitler than us jumping 
into war. with Japan,” Wheeler 
said. “If there is any likelihood 
of our going to war with Japan, 
then we ought to concentrate ef- 
forts on building our own defenses 
and keeping planes, tanks and sub- 
marines at home rather than giv- 
ing them to Russia, England or 
any other country.” 


Orders te U. 8. Ships. 


These comments came after pub- 
lished stories that American and 
British ships in the Far East had 
been ordered to ports for instruc- 
tions. The Navy Department an- 
nouncement said its action regard- 
ing United States vessels was not 
new or unusual because “for some 
time the movement of American 
merchant ships has been controlled | 
and directed as seemed desirable.” 

“Any implication that they will 
not continue to ply their usual 
trade is entirely erroneous,” the 
navy said. The announcement was 
issued while a new Japanese cab- 
inet was being formed under the 
direction of Lieut, Gen. Eiki. Tojo.

Tokyo Paper Says Stiffen- 

ing of U. S. Attitude Has 

- Aroused ‘Great Indigna- 

_tion’—Asserts Crisis May 
Occur at Any Time. 


TOKYO, Oct. 18 (AP).—Lieut. 


Gen. Eiki Tojo, premier and head 
of the war and home ministries in 
Japan’s predominantly military 
new Cabinet, pledged his govern- 
ment. today to go ahead firmly 
with Japan’s declared policies de- 
spite increasing tension in the Pa- 
cific. 

Even as the army-trained pre- 
mier announced his course, the 
newspaper Nichi Nichi told Japa- 
nese “the attitude of the United 
States has stiffened so much as to 
arouse great indignation of the 
Japanese nation.” 

“It is not. too much to say that 
there is being developed a very 
critical situation in which any un- 
expected contingency may occur at 
any time,” the newspaper declared. 

Gen. Tojo told the press after. his 
first meeting with his Cabinet that 
Japan would follow its three-point 
course: continuing its efforts to 
create a co-prosperity sphere in 
East Asia, pressing for completion 
of the China affair, and adherence 
to its treaty obligations. 

Favors Speedy Action. 

The premier took to the radio 
for a one-minute ‘speech. 

“IT am fully convinced,” he said, 
“that speedy action and iron will 
under the aegis of the august vir- 
tues of His Majesty, the Emperor, 
are the only way in which to over- 
comé the present difficulties.” 

(The German radio expressed the 
Reich’s approval of the new Cabi- 
net which a Berlin broadcaster 
said “strengthened the position of 
the powers marching into the new 
age under the sign of the triparite 
pact heedless of British and Amer- 
ican cpposition.”) 

There were reports that Yosuke 
Matsuoka might come back into 
the government. It was indicated 
that the former foreign minister 
who negotiated Japan’s part in the 
Axis pact as well as its pact with 
Soviet Russia might be named as 
adviser to the foreign office. 

The ‘new foreign minister, Shi- 
genori Toge has served Japan as 
ambassador both in Berlin and 
Moscow. 

“Must Consolidate.” 

In bis statement of pelicy, Gen. 
Tojo said Japan would continue 
to contribute toward world peace 
through execution of its policy of 
bringing about a settlement of the 
China affair and establishment of 
the co-prosperity sphere. 

“Internally, we must consolidate 
a wartime structure while exter- 
nally we strengthen’ our ties with 
treaty nations,” he said. 

He said speedy execution of suit- 
able measures was necessary to 
overcome the crisis confronting 
Japan, and added he was “pre- 
pared to do my best to dispose of 


‘the affairs of state in my capacity 


as Premier.”

Three Tankers in Group. 

The announcement said: 

“A strongly protected convoy en 
route to England from North 
America was attacked by German 
submarines after entering the 
blockade zone.

10 enemy merchantmen, among 
them three fully loaded tankers, to- 
taling 60,000 tons. 

“In a nocturnal fight with the 
protecting vessels two enemy 
destroyers were sunk.” 

Comment on Kearny Incident. 

Authorized Berlin sources said 
they fcund it “interesting” that the 
torpedoing of the United States 
destroyer Kearny happened at the 

very moment ‘when the neutrality 

bill depate was at its” height in 
Congress. 
Saying they had no information 
from the German admiralty on the 
incident and thus no official reac- 
tion could be given, they added 
that President Roosevelt” and his 
whips in Congress undoubtedly 
find the incident most welcome in 
order to hasten their aggressive 
program.”

Request Viewed as Reply 
to Hoover Proposal That 
This Country Feed Con- 
quered People. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP). — 
President Roosevelt has asked Con- 
gress to appropriate $50,000,000 for 
foreign war relief. 

This request is interpreted in 
fsome quarters as an answer to 
Herbert Hoover’s demand that this 
country feed the starving peoples 
of Nazi-conquered nations. 

The President sent the Senate 
Appropriations Committee a bud- 
getary request to attach this 
amount to the pending lease-lend 
bill as a supplement to $50,000,000 
previously made available for re- 


‘lief expenditures in foreign coun- 


tries by the American Red Cross. 

Former President Hoover has 
urged that Great Britain modify 
the blockade so this country could 
send food to the subjugated peoples 
of German-occupied nations. He 
has proposed that funds of occu- 
pied countries in the United States 
be used to buy food. 

Some legislators said today that 
if the supplemental appropriation 
were approved, it probably would 
be spent largely among war refu- 
gees in unoccupied France and 
those who have fled to Great Brit- 
ain. 

However, the President asked for 
@ change in the law to make the 
fund available for assistance to 
sick and destitute who are not 
actually refugees. 

This would greatly broaden his 
authority over expenditures, pre- 
viously restricted to providing 
“medical, agricultural and other 
supplies for the relief of men, 
women and children who have been 
rendered sick or destitute as a 
result of hostilities or invasion.” 

A statement submitted with the 
budget request said all but $4,500,- 
000 of the original $50,000,000 fund 
had been allocated. 

Chairman Adams (Dem.), Colo- 
rado, said testimony before a sub- 
committee considering the lease- 
lend measure indicated that most 
of the previous relief expenditures 
had been in England and unoccu- 
pied France. 

There was no indication, he said, 
whether this policy is to be changed 
to extend relief to Belgium, The 
Netherlands and other countries 
under Nazi domination. 

Hoover charged, in letters made 
public Thursday by Senator Cap- 
per (Rep.), Kansas, that this coun- 
try was following a policy of 
“starvation and death to these 
democratic peoples because it is a 
British policy.” 

Great Britain has objected to 
the shipment of food to occupied 
countries, contending that much 
of it would be diverted into Ger- 
man mouths. Largely because of 
this, administration leaders have 
opposed action on a _ resolution 
signed by 37 Senators asking the 
State Department to study meth- 
ods of delivering food to conquered 
countries. 


ALIEN INTERNMENT CAMP 
BEING BUILT ON LONG ISLAND 


It Will Be Equipped for 700 Per- 
sons, Quartered in 120 


Tents. 

WEW YORK, Oct. 18 (AP).— 
Construction of an internment 
camp for aliens at Camp Upton, 
Long Island—the first here since 
World War days—has been dis- 
closed by the army. 

Acknowledging work on the cen- 
ter was nearly completed, Brig. 
Gen. Irving J. Phillipson, com- 
manding General of the Second 
Corps area, declined to comment 
other than to say it was “for the 
safeguarding of such aliens as the 
War Department may deem neces- 
gary to hold.”

| POLITICAL ASPECTS OF NAZI SEA CLAIMS

OR the second time in little 
more than a month, the Ger- 
mans today use @ high com- 
mand communique for political as 
well as military purposes at a 
critical moment in the battle of 
the Atlantic, 


It is more than a coincidence 
that the Nazi high command—one 
day after the United States Navy 
reporte. the torpedoing of the new 
American destroyer Kearny off 
Iceland—chooses to say that Ger- 
man submarines have sunk 10 “en- 
emy” merchantmen and two “en- 
emy” destroyers after a “strongly 
protected convoy from North 
America was attacked ... after en- 
tering the blockade zone.” 


The Germans obviously mean the 
German blockade zone which ex- 
tends from Iceland to the territo- 
rial waters of Greenland, the ap- 
proximate area in which the: 
Kearny was torpedoed but not’ 
sunk. 


It also is curious that the com- 
munique make the point that the 
two destroyers reported sunk were 
attacked at night; thus it may be 
trying to get across the point that 
the U-boats could not distinguish 
British from American warships. 


Without trying to appraise the 
communique for truth or lack of it, 
it is difficult to escape the impres- 
sion the Germans want to create 
these beliefs: 


That Hitler’s orders to sink any 
vessel, merchant or warship, which 
comes within U-boat sights on its 
way to England are being carried 
out to the letter; that United States 
naval protection of ships en route 
to Iceland is ineffective and only 
a peril to American warships; that, 
therefore; any further changes in 
the United States neutrality lews 
to arm or permit freer movement 
of American flag ships on the At- 


lantic are both useless and danger- 
ous. : 

It may even be that the Ger- 
mans hope Americans will think 
the Kearny was one of the two 
destroyers “sunk,” and that they 
will thus become querulous of the 
integrity of the navy’s own an- 
nouncement. Promotion of skeptic 
and defeatist rumor in other na- 
tions is nothing new in the N 
book. 

Washington sources already have 
voiced the suspicion that the 
Kearny attack was an attempt to 
remind Japan and its new Govern- 
ment that half of the United States 
Navy is occupied in the Atlantic, 
although, it is by no means clear 
that Germany ‘prefers Japanese- 
American conflict to Japan’s pres- 
ent nuisance value in the Pacific; 
the Germans may be none too sure 
of Japan’s staying power in such 
a war. 

Meanwhile, the official German 
spokesman is careful to make no 
reference to the high command 
communique when he “reacts” to 
the case of the Kearny. But he 
also is careful to charge that 
“Roosevelt and his Jewish wire- 
pullers” are using the destroyer 
incident to push the neutrality law 
changes now pending in Congress, 
thus showing at least what all 
official Germany is thinking about. 

All this falls into the pattern of 
Sept. 12-13, when—directly after. 
President Roosevelt, had given his 
“shoot first” orders to the navy— 
the German high command issued 
a series of announcements claim- 
ing that 28 merchahtmen and three 
warships had been sunk in a run- 
ning fight with a Britain-bound 
Atlantic convoy. 

That an attack occurred was 
later established, the British subse- 
quently announcing the loss of 
eight ships, not 28. But then, as 
now, the timing and the patent 
inflation of the German communi- 
ques betrayed their dual purpose.

ing expenses. But Judge Arnold 
said he did not believe this, since 
Beers had made an affidavit in 
court some months after his wife’s 
death in February, 1940, admitting 
possession of the bonds. 

In her will Mrs. Hannah Beers 
left her husband a house at 3649 
Page boulevard, where he now 
lives, and $3000. She made other 
specific bequests totaling about 
$3000 to individuals, and left the 
residue of her estate, valued at 
about $12,000, to the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society. 

Joseph F. Callahan, executor of 
the estate, told Judge Arnold there 
had been no distribution of furtds 
because he had not been able to 
get possession. of the bonds which 
comprised most of the estate. Last 
April Callahan obtained a judg- 
ment for the bonds and $4000 in 
cash against Beers. It was for 
failure to comply with this judg- 
ment and turn over the bonds that 
Beers was sent,to jail. 

After Beers had been sentenced 
his niece, Mrs, Carrie Bender, be- 
gan to berate Judge Arnold in 
open court. The judge threatened 
to send her to jail, too, but 
changed his mind after Beers’ at- 
torney had offered an apology. 

Beers is hard of hearing and 
uses an old-fashioned ear trumpet. 
While he was waiting in the Sher- 
iff’s office he began to tell re- 
porters his life’s story, proudly in- 
forming them he helped lay the 
carpets in the Municipal Auditori- 
um, the Park-Plaza Hotel, and sey- 
eral large apartment buildings.

The bureau report, prepared .in | 


response to a Senate Finance Com-

. Saying that the budget could be 
reduced only by more economical 
Government management, curtail- 
ment of economic and social aid 
programs or reduction of existing 
governmental functions, the re- 
port disclosed that $450,000,000 of 
“reserves” already had been set 
aside from appropriations for the 
1941-42 fiscal period. 


Up to Congress. 

“This unusually large amount 
appears. possible in the light of 
improved business conditions,” the 
bureau said. “A larger reserve 
cannot be established at this time 
without a revision of the functions 
and programs which are the re- 
sult of congressiona] enactments.” 

Under the Finance Committee 
resolution, Budget Director Harold 
D. Smith was requested to supply 
three budgets showing a non-de- 
fense spending reduction for the 
present fiscal year of $1,000,000,000, 
$1,500,000,000 and $2,000,000,000. 

Smith’s. report showed that a 
$2,000,000,000 cut would require a 
reduction of 94.8 per cent in the 
aid-to-youth program, 73.9 per cent 
in work relief, 45.5 per cent in ag- 
ricultural expenditures and 75 per 
cent in supplemental items among 
all agencies. 

For a  $1,500,000,000 reduction, 


‘Ithe cut would be 67.5 per cent for 


aid to youth, 49.3 per cent for 
work relief, 441 for agriculture 
and: 50 per cent for supplemental 
items. A $1,000,000,000 reduction 
would provide cuts of 51, 31.6, 28.6 
and 25 per cent for the respective 
items. 
Expenditures This Year. 


The report placed non-defense 
expenditures for the present fiscal 
year $6,581,000,000, excluding 
debt retirement. But it added 
that non-defense spending was dif- 
ficult to define because many Gov- 
ernment activities affected the de- 
fense program, It was empha- 
sized that the theoretical reduc- 
tions should not be regarded as 
Budget Bureau recommendations. 

Senator Byrd (Dem.) Virginia, 
sponsored both the resolution call- 
ing for the report and a parallel 
proposal, recently approved, set- 
ting up a 14-man committee to 
study methods of cutting down 
non-essential expenditures. ~ The 
committee is expected to begin its 
work soon, and to use the bu- 
reau’s report as a base on which 
to work for possible economies. 

Discussing economic conditions 
generally, the report said: 

“The improvement’ of income 
and employment conditions is 
largely due to the tremendous in- 
crease in defense production. Var- 
ious parts of the country, various 
groups of farmers and various 
groups of labor are differently af- 
fected by the defense effort. 

Defense Boom “Spotty.” 

“Defense ‘prosperity’ is spotty in 
its effedts. There exist side by 
side scarcities for some types of 
labor, and unemployment for other 
types; scarcities of some farm 
products, and excesses of others; 
boom conditions in certain regions, 
and slack conditions in others. 
Therefore,.an improvement in ag- 
ricultural or employment  condi- 
tions would not necessarily justify 
a corresponding reduction in farm 
or relief programs.” 

But the report added that in re- 
cent months “the agricultural sit- 
uation has shown a marked im- 
provement as compared with con- 
ditions at the end of 1940. Influ- 
enced by further increases in do- 
mestic purchasing power and to an 
even greater extent by large-scale 
food purchases for Great Britain, 
farm incomes have risen rapidly. 

“General im ent in farm 
conditions, extending to almost ail 
types of farmers, will permit a 
substantial reduction of Govern- 
met aid at some future time. The 
words ‘future time’ are used be- 
cause there is a considerable in- 
terval between the time when farm 
conditions improve and the date 
when reduction in farm aid pay- 
ments is possible.” : 

Almost half of non-defense. ex- 
penditures are tagged for so-called 
“fixed commitments,” the report 
said. These include interest, pen- 
sions end other items which can- 
not be cut without the amendment 
or repeal of statutes. | 

In addition, the report indicated, 
it would be difficult to reduce im- 
mediately such long-range expen- 
ditures as those for reclamation.

United States navy. How far the squeeze can go 
before Japan capitulates or explodes has become a 
matter of nerve-racking speculation. 
We do not believe Mr. Roosevelt wants a two-ocean 
war with a one-ocean fleet, especially since the situ- 
ation in the Atlantic is now heated up by the attack 
on the Kearny. But we doubt whether he would 
make a deal with Japan except on his own terms. 
Nor do we believe the Japanese people, always ex- 
cluding the belligerent military-naval clique, want 
to take on a life-and-death struggle with the U. S.

THE CRANBERRY UNMASKED. 

The cranberry has been sailing under false colors. 
Innocent-looking as a choir boy, isn’t he? Well, a 
news item the other day told the real truth about 
the scoundrel. That beaming countenance, so in- 
timately associated with the merry but reverential 
mood of Thanksgiving and Christmas, masks a sinis- 
ter influence, the Trust. At least, a Federal grand 
jury thinks so, and it has indicted seven firms and 
farm co-operatives on charges of violating the Sher- 
man Anti-Trust Act and controlling 70 per cent of 
the nation’s $7,000,000 yearly business in cranberries. 

To find the shadow of monopoly, which somehow 
seems in its proper sphere when hobnobbing witha 
Colossus like oil or aluminum, falling across the 
apparently harmless cranberry is disheartening.

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FIRST USE OF THE COURT AMENDMENT. 

The vacancy on the St. Louis Circuit bench, caused 
by the death of Judge Frank C. O’Malliey, provides 
the first occasion to use the machinery of the new 
non-partisan court amendment, which the voters of 
Missouri adopted last November. 

Under the new system, three names will be pro- 
posed to Gov. Donnell by the Judicial Commission 
for the circuit embracing St. Louis. Thus, these pro- 
spective candidates will be nominated by five men— 
Presiding Judge William C. Hughes of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals, and former Circuit Judges Robert 
W. Hall and Fred J. Hoffmeister, elected by St. 
Louis lawyers, and two lay members, Albert E. Terry, 
real estate dealer, and Erastus Wells, banker, ap- 
pointed by ex-Gov. Lloyd C. Stark. 

The amendment provides that the Governor shall 
make a choice from among the submitted names and 
that his selection shall be the Judge on a provisional 
basis. That is, the Governor's appointee will serve 
until Dee. 31 following the next general election after 
the expiration of 12 months jin office. At this 
next general. election, the Judge, if he desires to 
continue in office, will submit his name to the voters 
in a referendum on the question: “Shall (the Judge’s 
name) of the Eighth Judicial Circuit be retained in 
office?” 

If the voters approve the Judge on his record, he 
will be established in his seat for a six-year term. 
If they reject him on his record, he will go out of 
office, and the Judicial Commission will provide the 
Governor with three more names for another selec- 
‘tion. Thus, the new system embraces the good fea- 
tures of both the appointive and elective methods 
of choosing Judges. 

The first use of the reform amendment is doubly 
important. If it is the means for providing St. Louis 
| with a truly distinguished new Judge, the position 
of the court amendment will be greatly strengthened.

CHURCHILL URGES MORE FARM

Vessels Used to Move Food Must

Machinists Say They Will Act 
Monday If Weldon Spring 
Dispute Isn’t Settled. 


AFL machinists, who’ went on 
strike Monday at the Weldon 
Spring TNT plant in a jurisdiction- 
al dispute with the AFL Hoisting 
Engineers’ Union, voted yesterday 
to extend their strike to the small 
arms ammunition plant Monday 
morning, if the dispute has not 
been settled by then, Lloyd Weber,

AS IN THE case of B-1, few 
foods have an extremely high 
content of B-2, or Riboflavin. But 
it must always be remembered 
that these vitamins travel together, 
with the rest of the B complex, 
and even though a food is low in 
a vitamin content, it should be in- 
cluded in the daily diet. Beef liver, 
chicken liver, yeast and milk lead 
in vitamin B-2 content, and 
should be eaten often. 

Foods with one-quartér to one- 
half a milligram per average serv- 
ing—a sixth of the daily minimum 
requirement—include buttermilk; 
eggs (using both white and yolk); 
crabmeat; oysters (raw); 


avocados; cantaloupes; oranges 
(when pulp is eaten); watermelon;

Other foods with smaller amounts 
of vitamin B-2, some with only 
traces, include: Butter, American 
cheese (cheddar and cream);

citrus fruits, peaches (fresh) and 
most other fruits, string beans, 
cabbage, carrots (raw), escarole, 
lentils, onions, pumpkins, radishes, 
turnips (greens and root).

VITAMIN B-2 is much hardier, 
and can withstand the effects of 
heat better than B-1. But it-has 
its weaknesses, and two of these 
are alkaline solutions and light. 
Don’t leave foods with B-2 exposed 
to light, nor cook them in alkaline 
solutions, 

Remember that B-2 is part of 
the important B complex. Plan 
to include it with the other mem- 
bers. Scientists and nutritionists 
now seem in accord that an indi- 
vidual is not subject to only one 
vitamin deficiency, because a diet 
lacking in one vitamin of the B 
complex generally will be lacking 
in two or more vitamins of the 
complex, and thus may develop 
symptoms of one or more defi- 
ciency diseases. The entire B com- 
plex should be included, and the 
best way to assure that is to eat 
the foods known to contain B-1l 
and B-2, for in those foods you 
will generally find the other mem- 
bers of the B complex.
